“Yes,”’ he replied. “TI have thought. of 
nothing else. 

“I fully intend to be true to my polyg- 
amous covenants with the Lord and with 
my wives and children and to my allegi- 
ance to the United States government. I 
fall with a good, conscience before the 
Lord and I have fever done any wrong 
wilfully against the church, my God or my 
government, 

“My case is possibly different from that 
of other men. I was born in 1840, and I 
can hardly remember whe y father was 
not a polygamist. He mar a number of 
wives in 1845. 


POLYGAMY HIS BIRTHRIGHT. 

“My eurliest recollections are that I was 
taught the truthfulness from the very pDo- 
ginning of the doctrine of polygamy. I 
lived in! a plural family untll I was mar- 
ried myself. | have never been able to see 
that the principle was not correct and 
hence, when I became a man I married 
plurally—first in 1857, then in 1869 and again 
in 1881. 

“My soul has been very much pained to 
find myself in opposition to the law of my 
country and the rule.of my church pro- 
hibiting|) polygamous associations, but I 
covenated with these wives—gave my 
word to God that I would respect ard rev- 
trence them as my own head and heart—I 
feel that I could not separate from them 
as long! as they are trie to me.” 

Lymah was asked if at any of the meet- 
ings of the aposties he had been reproved 
by Smoot for polygamous assodjation. He 
replied im the negative. He said he had 
never taken an oath or obligation against 
any country, government or kingdom. He 
stated that the Mormons were forbidden to 
preach polygamy. 

“We defend it*as a belief, but not as a 
practice,’ he declared. 

“If the theory is assailed, do you defend 
it?’ asked Mr. Burrows. 

“Tf it were aesailed I should say that 
we had abandoned the doctrine.”’ 

“Is the apostolate denied any man Le- 
cause he is a polygamist?’

SHIPS STOOD OFF FIVE MILES 
AND HURLED LYDDITE 
- SHELLS AT VLADIVOSTOK. 


ST. PETERSBURG. March 9.—Viceroy 
Alexieff has sent the Czar the following 
message: 

‘“Mukden, March 8.—I have the honor 
to communicate to your majesty the fol- 
lowing details of the events of March 6. 

“The enemy's squadron approached 
Viadivostok towards 11 o'clock in the-morn- 
ing, having passed near Askold island. 

“After sevefal manctvers, which involved 
changes in the squadron’s order of battle. 
two cruisers were left to the north of the 
island, and the remaining vessels on the 
squadron steamed along the coast of Us- 
suri bay, parallel to the shore, keeping 
about ten miles therefrom. 

“Upon artiving off Mount St. Joseph and 
the U’ssuri bay battery, the squadron, pre- 
serving the same order, made towards the 
battery. The ships opened fire from both 
sides, evidently first using blank cartridges 
in order to warm their guns. At 1:35 p. mi., 
when at a distance of 54% miles from the 
shore. the leading ship gpened fire with 
her forward gune and then the entire 
squadron steamed alogg the shore, firing 
their port guns as si | went. The enemy 
did not fire while turning. After the third 
turn the squadron at 2:25 p. m. ceased fir- 
ing and steamed off to the southward 
about ten miles to the right of Askold 
island, finally’ disappearing at 6:30 p. m. 

“In all the enemy fired about 200 lyddite 
shelis with no effect. No damage was done 
to the fortrese or the entrenchments and in 
the town, and at other parts of the forti- 
fications the damage was insignificant. 

“The garrison is in excellent spirits and 
the operations of preparing the batteries 
for action were carried out in perfect or- 
der. 

“According to reports of the events of 
March 7 the enemy's squadron reappeared 
at 8 o'clock in the morning near Vladivos- 
tok. They entered,\Ussuri Bay and pro- 
ceeded along the cost without opening fire. 
The squadron then returned and headed 
for Cape Gamova (Possiet Bay), which it 
reached at 3:40 p. m. 

“The enemy finally turned off when op- 
posite Pallas Bay, and departed in a 
southerly direction.’’

PARK AROUND NEW LIBRARY 


Driveway in Rear of Carnegie Build- 
ing Proposed by Opponents of 


Locust Street Opening. 

F. W. Lehmann, president of the pwblic 
library board, and Dean C. M. Davis of 
Christ Church Cathedral offered objections 
to the plans for opening Locust street 
through what is now the Exposition build- 
ing site, at the hearing before the Board 
of Public Improvements, Tuesday.

Messrs. Lehmann and Davis contended 
that the site of the propsed Carnegie li- 
brary building had been given to the city 
as a park by James H. Lucas and when 
the lfbrary board had purchased it there 
was no announced intention of opening the 
street. Mr. Lehmann stated that it was) 
the intention of the board to set the Car- 
negie Library well back in the center of 
the grounds and have an attractive park 
around it. This Dean Davis approved. He 
stated that when the Christ Church Ca- 
thedral site was purchased it was with 
the understanding that the park site in 
front of it was pormansat. 

The Board of Public Improvements re- 
sesres bar ee to the committee on 
streets. everal plans were suggested b 
Mr. Lehmann for widening at. Charles 
street, for roun@ing the street corners, cut- 
ting off the corners of the park and other 
plans to save the park site. 

The library board has been seeking a 
solution of the preblem which would be 
satisfactory to the property holders and at 
the same time save the park site for the li- 
brary, and as a last resort has under con- 
sideration a plan to make a curved boule- 
vard immediately back of the library build.

street front.

Delegate Fontana Disavows Introduc-

The Lindell boulevard improvement bills 
are beforé Mayor Wells, and ten days 
after being signed by him will become ef- 
fective. The bills were passed by the City 
Council Tuesday night after they had bee 
signed by the speaker of the House. Im- 
mediately after their tinal passage the Wa- 
bash bridge bill, another World’s Fair 
emergency bill, was given its first. reading 
in the Council. 

After clearing up the work on the calen- 
dar, the Council took up the new building 
ordinahce, and\went into committee of the 
whole to shape up the amendments. 
After four hours’ work, progress was re- 
ported. The bill is the one introduced early 
this year, after it was discovered that the 
present law is inoperative. It will be 
taken up again Friday afternoon, at an 


adjourned session preceeding the regular 
session. 

The emergency .garbage bills, providing 
for emergency contracts and the purchase 
of the Excelsior Hauling Co. plant, were 
advunced by a favorable committee report. 
A resolution offered by Councilman Gib- 
son, recommending that the police pay 
more attention to violations of ordinances 
by employes of street car lines was re- 
ferred to t municipal affairs committee 
over the protests of the author, who asked 
Immediate adoption.

“She is taking the bread out of the mouth 
of some man. She is not, as she sometimes 
believes, bringing two loaves into the fam- 
fly. on the contrary, is cutting it in two. 

“The greater the success she wins in 
man’s sphere the greater the risk she runs 
of utter failure In her own-that of mar- 
riage and the home. No man cares to mar- 
ry an independent woman, especially one 
whose earning capacity is equal or su- 
nerior to his own.

Swing the arms 
and shoulders in unison, first forward and 
then backward; extend the arms at fullest 
length until they are as nearly as possible 
at right angles with the body (Fig. 1). 
Swing in thie way at the rate of about 
fifteen movements to the minute. The 
shoulders must be swung with the arms, 
or the exercise will have little value. The 
hips must keep their natural position and 
not swing with the shoulders. 

What is called the “wind-mill” move. 
ment with the dumb-bells is admirable 
forearm movement. It is a continuous 
motion backward as well as forward with 
one arm, and with both arms simultan- 
eously. The\motion with both arms begins 
with the arms hanging down; they are then 
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raised forward until they reach a vertical 
position, the thumbs being pointed upward;

SAUERKRAUT NOW A A LUXURY. 


Cabbage in Crude and Refined State 
Is Being Imported. 

Sauerkraut from Germany and cabbages 
from Copenhagen are the latest necessity 
for the World's Fair City. The consump- 
tion of cabbage, both itn its natural and 
its pickied form, hag increased so greatly 
this winter that the ugual supply has been 
exhausted. 

St. Louis is a large producer and con- 
sumer of sauerkraut, but last fall's supply 
is exhausted. During the winter, before 
the imported supply of cab mar began to 
arrive, cabbage became alm luxury. 
The latest shipment of 100 60-gallion casks 
of “made in Germany" sauerkraut sold 
at $18 a cask. Wsiconsin kraut is selling 
at $18 for 45-gallon casks, and home-made 
at $15. Last year the price was $6 for a 
j-gallon cask.

STREET TAX BILL 1S INVALID 


King’s Highway Improvement Need 
Not Be Paid For, Says State 


Supreme Court. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY. Mo., March 9.—The 
Missouri supreme court in banc. this 
morning affirmed the judgmem: of the 8t. 
Louis circuit court tn the cases of the 
Collier estate against the Western Paving 
& Supply Co., and Nelile B. Kauffmann 


and others against the Same company. 
These sults oin the collection of the 
especial tax bi assessed in favor of the 
company for the improvement of King’s 
biSyey boulevard in St. Louis. 

e cifcuit court held that the district 
lines had been improperly drawn on the 
east: and at the west line of Euclid ave- 
nue and should have been drav- midway 
between E>uciid avenue and King’s high- 
way, and also that the western line of the 
district was erroneously established  be- 
cause it went midway between King’s high- 
way boulevard and Lake avenue, a private 
way in Portland and Wesmmoreland pincee. 
instead of midway between King’s high- 
wey boulevard and Union avenue. 

he supreme court affirmed this finding 

of the cireuit court, thereby enjoining the 
collection of the tax bills by the company. 
Judge Gantt wrote the opinion of the 
court. 
The supreme court also affirmed the de- 
cision of the St. Louis court in the case of 
E. F. Meier against St. Lou's. which is 
another special tax bill case. Thies wae a 
euit to cancel two special tax bills assessed 
by the city for the improvement of Texas 
avenue between Miami and Potomac. The 
circuit court cancelled one of the tax bills 
but decree’? that the other should be eol- 
lected. The question Involved in the case 
le establishment of the west district lire 
midway between Texas avenue and Ohlo 
avenue. The court finds that this 'ine was 
erroneously established so as .to throw a 
levy on the west half of Meier's tract of 
ground. For that reason the trex bill on 
this west half was cancelled. The other 
tax bill will be collected.,
